He says that when asked to 
quarantine their dogs they try to evade 
it instead of helping protect the gen­ 
eral public and

the tax has lieen jwid may

Schaeffer, the Schnecksville chicken 
farm er, who killed I^eopold Krniann. 
of Philadelphia, ou Nov. 18. 1908. was 
hanged in the corridor of the jail. 
The trap waa sprung by Jam es Van 
Bise, of Jersey City. New Jersey's of­ 
ficial hangm an, who 
used 
his 
own 
scaffold, and who was assisted by hi* 
b ro th erin la w . 
Edward 
Denham. 
Schaeffer 
was 
pronounced dead 
in 
eight minutes, his neck having been 
broken. 
The body was cut down in 
fifteen minutes. 
Schaeffer had nothing to say except 
tc bid goodby to prison officials 
He 
walked coolly to the gallows and need­ 
ed no support on the way or on the 
scaffold. The execution was witnessed 
by seventy five persons. Yt was Lehigh 
county's fourth legal hanging In a cen­ 
tury and Van H ise’s eighty-ninth exe­ 
cution. 
T he crime for which George Schaef­ 
fer was hanged here was one of the 
most horrible In the annals of Lehigh 
county.
